Papal Secretary of State, Car- 
dinal Gasparri, answering the 
numerous criticisms regarding the 
Vatican's peace attitude, issued to the 
press today the following statement: 
The Holy Father is not prepar- 
ing any new appeal looking toward 
peace. His earnest desire, many 
times manifested, for a just, Chris- 
tian and durable peace, is un- 
changed and cannot change. Who 
can crave anything else and call 
himself a Christian? | 

“To say that Hie Holiness favors, 
or haa favored, or will favor, an un- 
Just, un-Christian and undurabie 
peace is not only false, but also ab- 
surd. Any propaganda for such & 
peace, alleged to be conducted at 
the Vatican’s inspiration, especially 
in certain nations, is the product of 
pure maliciousness. 

“The Catholic Church has always 
regarded true patriotism as a Chris- 
tian duty and a Christian virtue and 
still so teaches. The fact that the 
Italian Parliament has had warm 
eulogy for the clergy should be suf- 
ficient to refute the calumnies which 
irresponsible persons have circulat- 
ed and are circulating in the foreign 
world.

RITIBSH HEADQUARTERS IN 
B FRANCE, Tuesday, Nov. 27.— 

Desperate and sanguinary fight- 
ing has been raging in and about 
Fontaine Notre Dame since dawn to- 
day, when the British again attacked 
the strongly held village. Shortly 
after d o'clock it appeared that the 
assaulting infantry had stormed its 
way through the villege in the face 
of tremendous machine-gun fire 
beth from the houses of the hamlet 
and from Le Folle wood to the 
southeast. Five hundred German 
prisoners were taken in the carly 
hours of the fighting. 

Late this afternoon the Germans 
hurried up two new divisions and 
threw them in for a counter-attack 
along the Fontaine-Bourion wood 
line. The fighting which followed in 
Fontaine was even more bitter, if 
possible, than that which occurred in 
the frst rush through the ruined 
hamiet. At latest reports, superior 
numbers of enemy imfantry had 
pushed the British back through the 
Village again to the 


START NEW ASSAULT. 

In the meantime, the British line 
running around Fort Bourlen wood 
to the northwest was sustaining a 
new assault. The enemy appeared 
to be determined to regain this im- 
portant position if it were h niy 
possibie. The whole front from Fon- 
taine to Bovrlon village was the 
scene of fierce fighting. which at 
many places was at close quarters. 
The British line about Bourlen wood 
is still intact. 

The atteck on Fontaine Notre 
Dame was begun with the assistance 
of a very heavy artillery barrage, 
and throughout the morning the 
British gunners maintained an m- 
tense fire against the German post- 
tions there. The onrushing infantry 
drove un entering wedge into the 
northwestern part of the village in 
a short time, but they were held up 
here by a terrific rifie and machine- 
gun fire to which they were subject- 


ed from every point of vantage. 
Conditions were very favorable to 
the Germans, for they were fight! 
on the defensive in well-prepar 
positions which could only be taken 
by storm. Every machine gun was 
equivalent to several hundred rifles. 
Despite the disadvantages, the 
British continued the onslaught. It 
was a glorious exhibition of bulldog 
courage. They surged on, and in 
leas than three hours had pushed 
the hard-hitting Germans back to 
the eastern side of the village, leav- 
ing many dead strewing the streets. 
As the British fought forward and 
surrounded the various buildings 
containing enemy machine gsunners, 
many German gunners were com- 
pelied to surrender or lose their 
lives. By the time the eastern side 
of the village was reached §00 cap- 
tives had been collected and sent to 
swell the great total of prisoners 
taken since Gen. Byng struck his 
telling blow last Tuesday. 
VIGOROUS COUNTER-ATTACK. 


The arrival of a large body of Ger- 
man reinforcements put a different 
complexion on the situation. These 
fresh troops immediately counter- 
attacked and the fighting through 
the streets of Fontaine took on re- 
newed vigor. The weary British re- 
tired somewhat in the face of this 
onslaught, selling each of 
ground to the enemy at a cruel price. 
The western outskirts of the village 
were reached, and here, according to 
latest reports, the battle continues. 

Some interesting facts were made 
known today concerning the famous 
tunnel trench which the British now 
hold in ite entirety northwest of 
Bullecourt. Part of this underground 
fortification was captured in the fight- 
ing previous to the Cambrai push, 
but a large portion was taken las 
week. The tunnel, which was built 
by Ruesian prisoners, was mos 
amazing piece of work. 

It was thirteen miles long and 
forty feet deep. Entrances were driv- 
en into it every thirty-five yards and 
the Germans lighted the entire place 
with electricity. tunnel was 
mined at intervals throughout its 
length, but the British quickly at- 
oovered the wires leading to the

It is not so many years since apprehen- 
sion was entertained that agriculture would 
be concentrated in “bonanza” farms; but 
bonanza farms proved unprofitable to their 
owners and intensive farming became the 
rule instead of the exception. 

In 1900 there were 5,737,372 farms in the 
United States, the average size being 146.2 
acres. In 1916, sixteen years later, the num- 
ber of farms had increased to 6,340,357 acres, 
and the average holdings had decreased to 
138 acres: and farm land (exclusive of build- 
ings) which was valued at $13,100,000,000 in 
1900, rose to $28,400,000,000 in 1910, an in- 
crease of 117.4 per cent. “In other words,” 
said Meader, “the farm wealth of the coun- 
try more than doubled during the ten-year 
period, while the average size of farm hold- 
ings considerably decreased.” 

The conclusion from these figures is, of 
course, Inevitable; not only has there been 
no concentration of wealth in land, but, on 
the contrary, there has been an astonishing- 
ly great and rapid diffusion of wealth. 

Spargo, the Socialist, admits this. He 
says “farm ownership is not on the decline. 
It is not being supplemented by tenantry; 
the small farms are not being absorbed by 
larger ones.“ 

Another unwarranted assertion of the So- 
Clalists is that a mortgage is a short-cut to 
bankruptcy, when, as a matter of fact, it is 
more often the means by which the farmer 
rises from the ranks of tenantry to the prop- 
erty-owning class. Sparco himself admits 
that this is so. He says: “A mortgage may 
be either a sign of decreasing or increasing 
independence. It may be a stép toward the 
ultimate loss of one’s farm, or a step toward 
the ultimate ownership of one. Much that 
bas been written by Populist and Socialist 
pamphieteers and editors upon this subject 
has been based upon the entirely erroneous 
assumption that a mortgaged farm meant 
loss of economic independence, whereas it 
often happens that it is a step toward it.”

Two hundred and ninety years 
ago the storm-battered Mayflower carrying 
one hundred and one Pilgrims came withir 
sight of the barren sand hills of Cape Cod, 
after a four months’ voyage upon à cold 
and tempestuous sea. 

Sixteen of the Pligrims were landed and 
set out on foot on a short tour of discovery. 
They came in sight of five Indians who fied 
with precipitation. The savages remem- 
bered that some years before Capt. Wer- 
mouth, who had been trafficking with the 
Indians, beguiled three of them and dragged 
two of them by the hair of their heads on 
board his ship and stole their canoes and 
bows and arrows. He carried the five cap- 
tives to England. | 

The Pilgrims from the Mayflower pursued 
the Indians, but were unable to overtake 
them, but they came to the remains of an 
old Indian wigwam where they found sev- 
eral baskets filled with corn which they 
seized and carried on board the Mayflower, 
intending to pay for it later. They did 
pay for it a year later, when they found 
the owner of it. 

The Pilgrim fathers continued their ex- 
plorations for several weeks, always re- 
membering the Sabbath day to keep it 
holy, and never failing to pray at least 
twice a day. . 

The Pilgrims were inspired by impulses 
as pure and lofty as ever glowed in human 
hearts. They were exiles upon whom their 
mother country had cruelly frowned. They 
hoped to establish a prosperous colony 
where civil and religious liberty could be 
enjoyed, which they had sought in vain un- 
der the government of Great Britain, yet 
they were by no means aware that they 
were laying the foundation stones of one of 
the most ma c nations upon which the 
stn has ever shone. As they stood upon 
the slippery deck of the Mayflower, swept 
by the wintry wind and reverently bowed 
their heads in prayer they dreamed not of 
the immortality which they were conferring 
upon themselves and upon that day.

PLACE OPENS. 


Historic Stretch of Glades 
Supplied Turpentine to Union 
During Civil War. 


Roads to be Built and Summer 
Camps Established. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
SAN DIEGO, Nov. 28.—The La- 


gunas- Paradise of Indian lore, whose 
solitude has been broken at rare in- 
tervals in the last half-century by 
& ranger off the beaten trail or a 
steed straying from the herd, are 
to be made a national play place. 
The Lagunas, a wide sweep of 
perenniaily-green glades nestied pic- 
turesquely in a cup of the Laguna 
Mountain range in this county, are 
closed in on all sides by the vast 
reaches of the Cleveland National 
Forest. They form a pristine, ele- 
mental fastness lifted high above the 
hot, dusty valleys below. Through- 
out the years they hate known no 
sound save the rolling of the thun- 
der clouds down the sheer canyons 
which give them entrance and exit, 
or the murmur of countless «springs 
and brooks in the pleasant seasons. 
A recent “recreation renaissance,” 
Guring which the whole nation 
seemed in search for new breathing 
ee. prompted agents of the 
Inited States Forestry Service to 
find other Yosemites and Yellow- 


stones. They “rediscovered” the La- 


gunas. 

To reach it they had to blase a 
trail through ‘copse-like growths. 
The, mountains that were tumbled 
all about them offered many an 
added barrier. But their Indian 
guides kept steadfastly ahead, un- 
til at last they gazed down upon 
the new Paradise. 

Indian lore had woven a tale 
around every tree and brook in the 
favored spot. The Kedmen told of 
how, many moons ago, a host of 
palefaces came and cut gashes in 
the Coulter pines for the odorous, 
water-like substance they gave off. 
The palefaces said that far toward 
the rising sun many palefaces were 
engaged in a great War, and the 
side which got the most of this wa- 
ter-like substance would win. The 
substance Was turpentine. 

Descending to the flats the party 
saw many pines with old gashes 
over which nature was trying to 
throw lips of thick bark. Many of 
the lips had closed together com- 
pletely hiding the gash. 

The forestry men secured enough 
information from the Indians to de- 
termine that during the Civil War 
the South had cut off the turpentine 
supply of the North, and tt was 
necessary for the Union forces to 
seek new fielda for this necessary 
war fluid. A party ploneered its way 
into the Lagunaa, and, hidden from 
all epying eyes, kept a continual 
supply of turpentine going to the 
northern camps. The war ended, 
the turpentine tappers left and the 
lagunas were left to their ancient 
sclitude. 

The Forestry Service lost no time. 
Plans were immediately drawn for 
the construction of a road from 
the San Diego-Imperial highway 
through the mountain barriers and 
into the heart of the Laguna’. San 
Diego and other cities planned mu- 
nicipal camps in this great lay 
place of 5000 or more acres. on 
the honk of the automobile wil! al- 
ternate with the roar of the thun- 
der clouds down the canyons, so like 
the bowlers of Hendrik Hudson at 
thelr game in the Katskill gorge.

The stamps are put up in the fol-

cates or 60 thrift stamps; B, 100 
savings certificates 600 *hrift 
stamps; C, 400 savings certificates 
or 2000 thrift stamps; D, 2000 sav- 
ings certificates or 10,000 thrift 
stamps: E, 100 savings certificates; 
F, 500 thrift stamps; G, 1000 savings 
certificates, and H., 56000 thrift 
stamps. 

Under the law the amount of war 
savings certificates sold to any one 
persen at one time shall not 
$100, and no person at any one time 
can hold more than $1006 in such 
stamps. They are papa dle at any 
time within five years at the pleas- 
ure of the government. During De- 
cember, 1917, and during January, 
1918, the price is $4.12 each and 
will be igcreased 1 cent each month 
thereafter during the calendar year 
of 1918. | 

Thrift stamps bearing no interest 
will be sold for 25 cents each, Thrift 
ree — 7 be cashed, but when 

teen stamps, representing a 
value of $4, are affixed to a thrift 
card they with a cash 
ment of from 12 to 23 cents, be ex- 
changed for a war savings certifi- 
cate stamp.
